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How Can We Make the Show Ring of 
a Greater Value to Our Breed

Observations and Suggestions 
By GEO. S. BULKLEY of The Carnation Milk Company 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 
M GLAD to comply with your request for any 
A thoughts I may have on making the show ring count 
more for the advancement of the breed. 

First, as to the observations made at the shows where I 
judged this year: 

Too often the average breeder, as well as the beginner, 
does not appreciate the full value of showmanship in the 
ring or of moderate fitting of his animals. Failure to train 
animals before the show is the common fault, but this 
season two examples stood out in my mind: One fine heifer 
took second because the constant stroking of an over- 
anxious attendant kept her back sagging until the ribbons 
were tied; in the other case an aged bull (Jersey) of 
distinct merit was not “snapped” out of his habitual slouch, 
giving the impression of a weak back and low rump, and 
had to take the foot of the class, but upon real showing at 
the next show was placed above some of the same animals. 

Excessive jockeying and worrying by the attendant is 
likely to rouse the judge’s suspicion. Many showman 
neglect their animal as soon as the judge passes on, and 
upon his backward glance the animal is caught in a 
slouched position. 

I am not in favor of excessive fitting for show, nor of 
clipping the entire body of the animal, by the average 
man, but the showman owes it to the breed, to the audience 
and to himself to get his cattle in good condition of coat 
and flesh. Some cattle are usually on hand that are a 
discredit to the breed. 

Excessive “bagging” of cows is abominable, and I be- 
lieve the ideal remedy for this is the strict rule which found 
at the Oregon State Fair, requiring all milking animals to 
be milked dry between 4.00 and 6.00 a. m. of judging day. 
This gives a good working udder, in which texture can be 
felt, and eliminates bagging and ring-side milking, both 
objectionable. 

As to the show-ring in general: 

1. There has long been a need for dividing dry from 
milking two-year-olds in the larger shows. 

2. Senior yearling Holstein heifers are too young to be 
fresh in practice, and should be debarred from competition, 
or classed with fresh two-year-olds. 

3. In my opinion it is impractical and cumbersome to 
try to consider production and pedigree with type in judg- 
ing. Pedigree is an immeasureable quantity, records are 
not universal enough, are in too many different forms, ana 
delay decisions in the show beyond the point of interest. 
Public auction and private sale teach the full value of these 
adjuncts, while in my opinion the show ring should be 
devoted absolutely to a study of the ideal type. It is 
performing this function admirably. The man who wishes 
to learn the breed type finds it here, the breeder who 
wishes to compare his own with others can find out how 
close he is to the best by showing. The man who makes 
records must prove his type occasionally by showing, and 
the professional show man must test eventually. These two 
functions are closely allied and the most successful breeder 
must apply both measurements to his cattle. Blue-ribbon 
winners in present-day rings surely must be producers, but 
I do not think it practical or necessary, even for the en- 
lightenment of the beginner, to try to combine both 
measurements in the same ring. A splendid result is 
attained by printing, in the catalog of entries, the official 
record of each cow in the ring. 

‘ = A. R. classes at shows today are cumbersome, long 
flayed, and arouse no interest. Valuable cows are left at 


home, continuous record-making and the lack of incentive 
for fitting hard-working cows for the one class, all militate 
against this class and I feel that no remedy is practical 
or needed. 

5. “Get of Sire” class is the most coveted show honor 
and should be given much thought. A four animal limit, any 
age or sex, helps the small breeder, but makes judging 
exceedingly difficult in large shows. Calf uniformity and 
bloom sometimes wins over mature merit. I would favor 
having five or six animals instead of four in order to 
graduate age and enforce presence of a strong group. I 
would not favor the idea advanced of requiring three bulls 
up to two years old or over, as most breeders could not 
keep on hand, find, or fit these males just for this class, I 
think also that it remains to be proven that sires vary in 
the uniformity of their sons with their daughters and 
would not enforce the presence of males. I believe that 
graduated groups are a distinct need, and would favor the 
following classification (at large shows, only): Get of one 
Sire: six animals—two two-year-olds or over (to show 
development at maturity), two yearlings and two calves, 
any one and not more than three of which may be bulls. 
No change in small shows. 


6. I believe the Pacific International, or other shows. 
make a mistake when they require ownership or breeding 
by exhibitor of any particular animals in Get of Sire class. 
The chance at this honor is due the sire, regardless of 
who owns his get. 

7. Rigid T. B. test requirements, acutal presentation of 
health certificates, abolition of all common drinking 
troughs, all enforced for the fair management dy the local 
or state veterinarian’s office are absolutely due honest 
breeders at any show no matter how small, and without 
this a show deserves no support. 

Make The Show Ring Really Educational 

8. Above all of these points in importance to me is the 
need for the judge at any show to state briefly to the show- 
man and ringside after placing each class, the main reasons 
for his decision on the few top animals. I may be called a 
“crank” on this but have seen it done many times, have 
done it myself at dozens of shows, including some state and 
district fairs, and know from experience that is is entirely 
practical and the idea always immensely appreciated by 
everyone concerned. The showmen have not a good vision 
of the competing animals, can be told the points of super 
iority, and have left no wonderment, at least, over the 
reasons for the decision. The ringside is mixed—many 
really looking for education, others frankly critical of the 
decision; the judge alone can study his animals com- 
pletely and owes it to everyone (including himself and his 
reputation) to line up his top animals after each class, 
broadside to the audience, “head on tail,” the way he 
usually line them for the ribbons anyway, and in one or two 
minutes point out the fundamental reasons for his placings. 
The show yard is not a prize-fight, but a place for friendly 
rivalry, primarily for education and breed advancement, 
and only in a minor way for personal gain. Then why not 
take the trifling few minutes extra to teach everyone the 
lessons of each class, instead of letting the animals pass 
in and out again, in mute silence, some bearing “blues” 
and others “yellows” to the universal speculation and 
occasional “damnation” of the onlookers and participants, 
except those most expert in “guessing”. We pretend that we 
want to impress and educate the beginner with our shows, 
but I believe that the average novice goes home from a big 
show today as befogged in mind as the the “why and 
wherefore” of type and decisions as an Englishman at a 
baseball game. 

We often put on a judging demonstration or contest at 
breeders’ meetings with any animals which happen to be 
handy; it always arouses deep interest, and we consider 
it educational, but we blithely let go unheeded the most 
interesting and perfect demonstration of all ages and 
classes ever assembled during the year in any of our 
districts! 

The objection arises that the losing showman does not 
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want his animal publicly criticized. In the first place he 
is beaten—that must be taken anyway—and the reason is 
due him and the audience; he should allow the demonstra- 
tion for the ultimate benefit of himself and of the breed; a 
good judge must be tactful and if the top animal is only a 
shade better than the next, the lower-place man will be 
benefitted rather than injured by an exposition of the 
slight difference. 

The objection of time cannot be strongly supported. It 
is further stated that a good judge is not a “talker”, which 
is true, but we need a few short sentences in his own 
“cow-language,” not oratory. The judge owes this service 
and can make his work and the show ring many times more 
valuable to everyone, he can bolster up his decisions by 
stating his honest convictions, can impress the ringside 
with the lessons of each class, can allay wonder and 
criticism, and sustain his reputation. In the face of these 
advantages, he can overcome his prejudice against “talk- 
ing.” If he demonstrates that he is master of the ring, he 
will not arouse or allow arguments from the ringside if he 
cannot do this, he should not be judge. 

Judge J. S. Clark, on Guernseys, at this year’s Pacific 
International (as large as the National Show), made a 
splendid impression, when, in two close classes, he gave 
reasons to the ringside for his placings.

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 
OUR idea on developing the showing of Holstein 
Y cattle, I think is the best idea you have hit upon 
for sometime. 

In my opinion, the betterment of the Holstein breed 
depends a great deal on developing interest in showing 
and judging at the various fairs and dairy shows. 

There is no gestion but what there are a lot of men 
going into the Holstein business, who if they are going 
to make money 
out of it, should 
receive more in- 
struction than 
they already have 
as to the proper 
type. By this, I 
mean, the type 
that will sell at 
public sale. 

In regard to 
your first ques- 
tion as to whether 
it is practical or 
lesirable from the 
standpoint of 
breed advance- 
ment to work out 
some dual system 
of judging, I 
would say that I 
do not feel ex- 
ictly competent 
to pass upon this 
question. I have 
understood that 
the Guernsey 
people did have a 
class of this kind 
for a number of 
years, but that the class has been discontinued. While it 
was in existence, I have understood that it was a very in- 
teresting one. I do not believe that I would change any 
of the classes that we have at the present time very much. 
The only thing, I believe should be done, would be, perhaps, 
to arrange for other classes. 

In regard to your question as to the Advanced Registry 
Class at the National Dairy Show possessing any particular 
significance, I must say, not with any feeling of criticism, 
that the class at the present time, as it is judged, does not 
amount to much. For instance, the cow that took 5th prize 
in the A. R. class last year at the National was placed 
second when her A. R. record was taken into consideration 
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I do not think anyone knew anythi ‘ ;

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A Wise Decision 


REEDERS who are interested in the welfare of our 
B industry will applaud the action of the Executive 

Committee in its decision to employ special repre- 
sentatives to observe at first hand the conditions under 
which exceptional Holstein tests are being made and to 
satisfy themselves as to their complete accuracy and 
authenticity. The following official notice has recently 
been mailed to every member of the National Association 
over the signatures of the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

“Realizing the fundamental importance of holding and main- 
taining the complete confidence of the public in the production 
records of our breed, at a meeting held in St. Paul last October, 
your Executive Committee voted to employ special representa- 
tives to spend such time at the farms of breeders during the 
progress of exceptional tests as may be necessary to satisfy 
themselves as to the accuracy and authenticity of such tests. 

Every breeder should realize that the maintenance of the 
most painstaking and vigilant supervision in connection with 
our tests, will add proportionately to the value of all our rec- 
ords, and to the amount of benefits which the breed will receive 
therefrom. 

We feel confident, therefore, that all possible co-operation 
will be extended by our breeders to these special representa- 
tives in the performance of their dutis. 

It is our understanding that these official representa- 
tives will in no sense relieve the regular supervisors from 
the state colleges of their responsibilities but will merely 
drop in unannounced to get first hand information con- 
cerning the progress of exceptionally large records so that 
both the Association and the public may be assured that 
the methods of the man in charge of the cow as well as 
those of the supervisor are above reproach or question. 
We must always bear in mind that the records of the Hol- 
stein cow at her best are so high as to tax the credulity 
of the public at large. We must realize, as the Executive 
Committee points out, that the value of our records depends 
upon the confidence with which the public looks upon them. 
Anything that can be done, therefore, to tighten the super- 
vision and demonstrate to the public the improbability of 
any chicanery in connection with our tests the better it will 
be for the industry and for every breeder connected with 
it. We believe, therefore, that in the realization of this 
fact the Executive Committee has not assumed too much 
when they express their confidence in the complete co- 
operation of the breeders themselves along this particular 
line.

in the junior 2-year-old class has at last been 

shattered by Eco-Sylv Belle No. 533192 (C. H. B. No. 
69518). Freshening on November 24th at the age of two 
years, three months and seventeen days, she completed 
her best seven days with 31.145 lbs. of butter from 439.7 
lbs. of milk, displacing the former champion, Het Loo 
Pietertje No. 385123, by over eight-tenths of a pound, her 
record being 30.32 lbs. of butter in seven days. It is only 
by a happy circumstance that Eco-Sylv Belle makes the 
second Canadian heifer to hold the world’s championship 
in this division, and her owner now feels very fortunate 
that she did not drop her bull calf in the Argentine. 


Most of our readers are familiar with the fact that the 
prefix “Eco-Sylv’—denotes Eco-Sylv Belle as a product of 
Avondale Farms at Brockville, Ontario, Can. Sired by 
Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, the sensational transmitting 
son of May Echo Sylvia, and her first and second dams be- 
ing by the former Avondale herd sires, Woodcrest Sir 
Clyde and King Pontiac Artis Canada, with the third dam 
one of the old foundation cows of the herd, she is the result 
of years of constructive breeding. However, we will go 
more into detail regarding her breeding later and will now 
tell you a little of her history preceding her marvelous 
record. Eco-Sylv Belle was one of the choicest consign- 
ment of Avondale Farms to the Canadian National Sale and 
Exhibition last April. It was at this time that she was 
purchased for shipment to the Argentine with several other 
daughters of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, by Prof. 
Wade of the University of Toronto, who had been com. 
missioned to purchase them by several South American 
buyers who could not be present at the sale. It was 
several days afterwards that Prof. Wade observed that this 
heifer seemed to be in heat. so after notifying Mr. Lynn he 
shipped her back to Avondale Farms where she was bred 
for the second time on April 15th, her first service being 
on February 16th. Mr. Lynn was just about ready to 
ship her back to Toronto again when he received word 
from Prof. Wade that the Argentine buyers had failed to 
send the money for the purchase of these heifers and so 
the sale was called off. Eco-Sylv Belle was turned out on 
pasture during the summer, rem.uining there until the 
middle of October when she was then brought in to be 
prepared for her test, which they supposed would occur 
during the latter part of January and the first part of 
February. However, it was soon evident that she was 
going to calve from her first service and she did calve on 
November 24th, exactly 278 days from the date of 
first service. With only a little over a month in which 
to fit her for test, her record of 31.145 lbs. of butter seems 
all the more creditable in view of the fact that she had 
accumulated very little surplus energy to help her through 
the period of her enormous production. 

Her test was started with the early morning milking 
on November 30th, her production for this first milking 
being 14 lbs., testing six per cent. Her best twenty-eight 
consecutive milkings started with the 11 a. m. milking on 
November 30th, when her production was 15.2 lbs. of milk, 
Lesting 6.2 per cent and ending with the morning milking 
of the eighth day of her test when her production was 16.6 
lbs. of milk testing 5.3 per cent fat. Her average percentage 
of fat for the best seven days was 5.66, showing that she 
was an unusually high tester. Her high production was 
immediately reported to both Secretary Clemons of the 
Canadian Record of Merit and to Superintendent of A. R., 
Malcolm H. Gardner, who immediately ordered three super- 
visors to conduct a verification test. Two of these were sent 
by Mr. Gardner, one coming from Cornell University and 
the other from Guelph College, Ont., the other being sent 
by Mr. Clemons. They arrived all at the same time for 
the morning milking on the eighth day of the test. Eco- 
Sylv Belle was kept under constant watch and supervision 
for the next twenty-four hours. Every detail as regards 
housing, handling and feeding was taken note of and 
samples of the feed were taken to be chemically analyzed. 
Being watched by four supervisors did not feaze “Belle”

The basic mixture for her grain ration was as follows: 

336 lbs. distillers dried grains 156 lbs. ground oats 

200 lbs. bran 50 Ibs. oil meal 

112 lbs. hominy 10 lbs. salt 

142 lbs. gluten 10 lbs. charcoal 

She was receiving ten pounds of this grain mixture a 
day in four equal feeds at the start of her test and this had 
been increased to only twelve pounds on the seventh day, 
as Mr. Lynn does not believe in crowding, and running 
the chance of ruining a heifer in order to get extreme 
production. In addition, she received 50 lbs. of roots 
daily, and all the corn silage and alfalfa hay she would 
clean up. The grain and roots were fed together at 
milking time and the silage afterwards, with hay fed only 
twice a day, in the morning and evening. All of the other 
heifers on test received the same grain mixture.

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Segis Clothilde Emma Completes Test

HREE cows in the Carnation 

| herd at Seattle, Washington, 
have had the attention of Hol- 
stein breeders in every part of the 
United States for the past year, not 
because they had won any particular 
honors in the show ring, not because 
their records were particularly good, 
not because their offspring had been 
distributed broadcast, but because 
they were the first three daughters of 
Matador Segis Walker to reach full 
age. I believe that people have been 
only mildly interested in the two-year- 
old daughters completing year test al- 
though three of the first seven tested 
broke world’s milk records for their 
age in the yearly division, and al- 
though the last three to complete 7 
day test produced 25.76; 26; and 27.47 


pounds of butter as two-year-olds. 
An Index 

But for the past year, especially, 
people have had a suspicion that 
Matador is in reality a much greater 
bull than anyone previously imagined, 
and since he was scarcely used at all 
until he was three years old, and then 
only on the more ordinary cows, the 
great number of daughters now living 
are nearly all two-year-olds or young- 
er, and until March, 1921, there had 
never been a daughter older than two 
years of age complete a year record. 

As a matter of fact, Matador was 
used for the first time at eleven 
months of age, and his first calf was 
a heifer from a 17-iv. four-year-old, 
and this calf reached the age of five 
years in March, 1920, so under the 
most favorable conditions March, 1921 
was the earliest date at which a 
daughter could have been tested at 
full age. But because Matador was 
used so little at first, there are only a 
few daughters that even approach 
maturity, and because the achieve- 
ments of these few daughters (none 
of them from high record dams) will 
be a sort of index to what the great 
army of young daughters, nearly all 
from high record dams, may achieve, 
particular interest has been centered 
on these. 

The first one, Matador Mechthilde 
Vera, finished her year with 1169.55 
lbs. of butter and 27,488.6 lbs. of milk 
in March 1921, the eighth highest rec- 
ord for combined milk and _ butter 
made during the same official year in 
which her sire’s paternal sister made 
the highest record for combined milk 
and butter ever made. 


Segis Clothilde Emma Starts 

At about the time this first full 
aged daughter was completing test, 
the second daughter to reach the age 
of five years started, and now that the 
second full aged daughter has com- 
pleted her year, the third full aged 
daughter is well along. 


Segis Clothilde Emma, the second 


daughter, has had even less chance 
than the first one for development. 
She was not born in the Carnation 
herd, but was purchased from George 
V. Leighton of Boise, 


Idaho, March 


17, 1916, and this is the first year rec- 
ord she has ever made. 

She completed her year December 
7, 1921, with 28,786.4 pounds of milk 
and 1164.996 pounds of butter, becom- 
ing the highest record daughter of Mat- 
ador Segis Walker for combined milk 
and butter, and being the second 
daughter to reach full age and the 
second to produce over 27,000 lbs. of 
milk and 1100 lbs. of butter in a year. 


Her Record 


Segis Clothilde Emma shows in her 
years work the same qualifications 
shown by the first full aged daughter. 
Her production was even throughout 
the year. She produced 28.75 lbs. of 
butter and 552 lbs. of milk in the first 
week, four times as much in the first 
month; and in October, the tenth 
month on test, she produced 2219.6 
Ibs. of milk and 92 bs. of butter, about 
four times as much milk and nearly 
four times as much butter as she pro- 
duced in the first 7 days. Nothing 
seemed to affect her production to 
any great extent throughout her test. 
She went through some conditions in 
July, August and September that 
would have stopped many cows, and 
while she did drop off slightly, she 
immediately came back again to her 
regular gait of between 90 and 100 
pounds of butter when favorable con- 
ditions returned. 


Carried Calf Seven Months 


On June 8, 1921, she was bred to 
Carnation Pietertje Colantha, young- 
est son of Segis Pietertje Prospect, 
and was in calf after the first service. 
She has had three sons and a daugh- 
ter previous to this time. The daugh- 
ter is a yearling in the Carnation 
herd. Her sons have all been sold. 
One was purchased by William Miller 
of Forest Grove, Oregon, another by 
A. H. Barnheisel, Tacoma, Washirg- 
ton, and the third to J. I. DeLancey 
of Elgin, Illinois. Since Segis Clo- 
thilde Emma has now become one of 
the very few cows’ to produce 
28,786.4 pounds of milk with 1164.996 
pounds of butter, each of these men 
may well feel proud of the sire they 
own. Readers of the Holstein-Friesian 
World will remember that the bull 
purchased by J. I. DeLancey was 
sired by the only 42-lb. son of the only 
40-lb. son of King Segis, and now is 
from the highest record daughter of 
one of the best proven grandsons of 
King Segis. 

The Pedigree 

Segis Clothilde Emma is from a 22- 
Ib. senior four-year-old, Segis Co- 
lantha Clothilde, still living and still 
in the Carnation herd. The second 
dam, Hattie Colantha Clothilde, died 
in May, 1920. Neither Hattie Colan- 
tha Clothilde, No. 189480, nor her 
dam, Hattie Walker, No. 141130, ever 
made a record. 

That Segis Clothilde Emma is a 
greater milk producer than her elder 
sister is perhaps due to the fact that

Kolrain Finderne Bess No. 291570 

In this number of the bulletin we 
report the long-time semi-official test 
of 365 days of the Massachusetts cow, 
Kolrain Finderne Bess No. 291570, 
owned by the Fred F. Field Holstein 
Trustees, Brockton, Massachusetts. 
She is credited with the large produc- 
tion of 32,563.1 lbs. milk containing 
1,025.2 Ibs. fat, which gives her 29th 
place among the cows producing 
above 1,000 lbs. fat in one year, while 
she becomes the 43d _ Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow to gain a place in this high 
honor list. Her first official test was 
made at the age of 4-8-29, at which 
time she was credited with 566.7 lbs. 
milk containing 14.887 lbs. fat. Fresh- 
ening again at 5-11-11 she began a 
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long-time test without any short-time 
official testing other than the monthly 
tests, but at 246 days from calving 
she is credited with 521 lbs. milk con- 
taining 17.288 lbs. fat. Later, and at 
the extreme end of the yearly test, in 
an official test beginning 359 days 
from freshening, she is credited with 
512.5 Ibs. milk containing 17.532 Ibs. 
fat; thus going stronger at the end of 
the test than nearly four months 
earlier. During the last months of 
her test, which included both of these 
short-time official tests, she labored 
under the great disadvantage of hav- 
ing been given a new home; for no 
matter how fine the new home is no 
cow is likely to do as well when such 
changes are made. In considering the 
results shown this matter should be 
borne in mind. For the 365 days Kol- 
rain Finderne Bess is credited with 
32.563.1 lbs. milk containing 1,025.2 
Ibs. fat. She had nineteen official 
test periods during the year, of which 
six were retests. Fourteen different 
supervisors were employed in the con- 
duct of the monthly tests.

The Minnesota Junior Livestock 
Show, which was held at South St. 
Paul, Minn., November 16 to 18th, in- 
clusive, was probably the largest show 
of its kind which was ever held in the 
United States. Three hundred and 
seven head of the various types of 
livestick were on exhibit. Each county 
held its eliminating contest and only 
the first two prize winners in the 
dairy calf classes were eligible to the 
state show. The same system was 
carried out with both the beef calves 
and lambs. This brought together the 
very best livestock fed by boys and 
girls within the state and represents 
the feeding of approximately 3000 
head. 

The Holstein feeding work led all 
dairy breeds in the state at the final 
show, representing approximately 
fifteen counties. This work has 
created interest in better feeding on 
all of these farms and will continue to 
develop better dairymen in the future. 
It will also create a demand for better 
dairy stock. The first prize winner 
in the Holstein purebred yearling class 
was Violet Nesbitt of Hennepin 
County; in the purebred calf class, 
Lloyd Vermilyae, Mower County. 
First prize in the grade calf class 
was won by Elwin Kasterns of 
Hutchinson and on grade yearlings by 
Lynn Paulson of Morris. The class 
for grades offered an opportunity for 
those contestants, who could not 
finance the purchase of a purebred 
calf. 

Lloyd Vermilyae of Dexter, Minn., 
is shown in the above picture with his 
first prize calf, which won’ in a class 
of twenty-eight. Loyd also won first 
prize at the Mower County Fair, in the 
Club contest and Grand Champion 
dairy calf with his purebred Holstein 
heifer.

the proportion as to sexes. Bulls must be tried before we 
know what they are, a good daughter usually looks good 
from the start, (perhaps). 

If the number is not enlarged the ages could be better 
defined without added hardship. For instance, the age 
classification suggested is two years or over, yearling, 
calf under a year. This is not a close enough definition. 
Every judge has been unnecessarily bedeviled trying to 
compare a 2-year-old coming fresh, with a milking 4-year- 
old, and a four months calf with a “long yearling” not to 
appreciate this fact. Animals less than one year and over 
two years of age should be, if possible, classified more 
closely as to age.

Pabst Believes in Dual System of Judging 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

THINK it would be desirable and practicable to arrange 
] a dual system of judging, whereby production will be 

given recognition, along with conformation. Pedigree, 
as far as actual production is concerned, might also be 
considered. To work out such a system would require a 
great deal of thought and time, which I am not able to 
devote to the subject at present. A class such as the above 
would naturally be of great interest to breeders. if animals 


with records cannot. 
win, it would be _ in- 
dicative that our 
show standard is out 
of line with the type 
required for  produc- 
tion. I personally, 


do not think that to be 
the case. 

How to arouse great- 
er interest in these 
classes is a problem for 
you to solve, which I 
believe you can, better 
than I. Publicity, it 
seems to me, is about 
the only medium. 

Relative to arrange- 
ment for “Get of Sire” 
Classification; I agree 
with you that this is 
one of the most im- 
portant classes. The 
requirements should 
not be so stringent as to eliminate the smaller breeder. | 
think the proper requirement is to have both sexes 
represented in equal numbers. The requirement of certain 
ages would make it difficult to fill the classes. Whether 
the class should consist of four or six, I am unable to say. 
It might be well to try out six, and if later on we find the 
number too large it can again be reduced to four. 

Pertaining to sanitary regulations, I believe the best 
possible results can be obtained by co-operating with the 
Federal and State Departments. They are making the 
prevention of disease amongst dairy cattle their chief 
study, and it would be well to get their suggestions, after 
which the associations can give it their consideration. I 
am positively opposed to the National Association giving 
prizes at fairs where proper sanitary regulations are not 
enforced.

Standardizing Our Judging 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 


HEN we consider the present depressed conditions 
W and scarcity of money and also the sad results 
obtained last fall when testing the show animals 
for tuberculosis, whether or not this was duc to showing 
or not, we must all admit that the Holstein showing this

A few years 
ago, When we would go to a state fair, we would find that 
the animals shown were owned by just a few of the larger 
breeders, and there seemed to be a feeling among the 
smaller breeders that they did not have a chance in com- 
petition with the larger and older breeders and perhaps, 
this feeling was justified mostly, however, on account of 
lack of knowledge as to what a show animal should look 
like and lack of getting in touch with men who did know. 

No monetary value can be placed on the amount of 
knowledge and education that has been distributed through- 
out the country during the past two or three years, among 
the smaller breeders, as to what a show animal is or 
should be or as to how to care and prepare them for 
showing. 

These things have all been accomplished by the county 
herd and state herd plan. Last fall a certain county herd 
here in Minnesota wanted to be represented at the state 
fair and secured an expert to select the cattle for them. 
The day the selection was to be made, the breeders of that 
county started out with twelve cars loaded with members 
of their local club and to start the day’s work with this 
expert, gave a good cow demonstration talk using a cow 
for his model and every animal examined on the whole 
trip was analyzed and critizised and naturally each member 
of this club learned a good lesson that day, as to what to 
look for in a show animal. The credit for this educational 
work goes back to the big shows that have classes for such 
groups. 

As to the showing of animals in the ring, I feel that a 
good many are going to the extreme or over-doing such 
practices as bagging the cows and the artificial ‘fill” on 
animals shortly before entering the show ring, every man 
who has been at the ringside at any of our shows have 
seen cows bagged so much as to put the cow in misery. 
No animal bagged in this manner can show at her best. 
Same is true in “filling” the animals, a good many show- 
men fail to water the animals the evening before showing 
and feed them some salt, thereby creating a great desire 
for water next morning and then shortly before showing 
load them up with a lot of cold water. Same is true here as 
with the heavy bagging, they cannot possibly show their 
best, and I feel that these irregularities are harmful to the 
animals and I believe they are partly responsible for some 
of the digestive disorder that we so often encounter while

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officiated as judge, I can see both sides of this question, 
and that is as to uniformity of judgment. All of our 
departments in our Association have been revised and 
changed whenever it was felt necessary but it seems as 
though each judge (I do for one) suits himself when he 
goes in the ring to place a class. 


Warious Judges have different interpretations of the 
score card and each and everyone has his own likes and 
dislikes, and some even has his own type in mind, and 
place the animals accordingly. Again others will dis 
qualify an animal on account of being a trifle lame or a 
slight swelling in one quarter of the udder, ete. Again 
others will overlook a small temporary defect of this kind 
and so on along the line. Again you find a judge that 
favors four males in a get of sire, others four females, or 
two of each, and so it goes. 


It seems to me, as a judge approved by the Association, 
that the Association should call for a general meeting of 
all judges approved by them to discuss and come to some 
uniform basis or as near uniform as possible. The show 
ring is one of our greatest extension mediums and I feel 
that each judge, who is approved by the Association, is 
representing the Association at the show where he is 
officiating and should, in a way, be responsible to, for in- 
stance, the National Committee on Fairs and Expositions. 


So I feel that a meeting of all approved judges and the 
National Committee on Fairs and Expositions would be:a 
good move, toward maintaining the great enthusiasm now 
created all over the country for show ring cattle and for 
the non-exhibitors to go there and learn something.

We 
believe this is the first instance where bankers have in 
any way given to agricultural and livestock interests the 
recognition they have deserved. 

Mr. Dunbar was followed by E. B. Harshaw and R. R. 
Welch, both of whom have had an active part in the 
development of the Grove City, Pa., community. It is 
doubtful if there is any other community in existence that 
better illustrates close cooperation on the part of every 
one interested in their home community, its improve- 
ment, welfare and increased financial standing. Through 
the efforts of their cow-testing association, the Grove City 
Community demonstrated that in four years the average 
yearly butter-fat production of dairy cows has been in- 
creased from 226 pounds to something over 300. Another 
vivid example, the efforts of the community, shown by 
comparative herd returns, is where one herd produced 
an average net return of $8.50 per cow and another an 
average net return of $84.50. One of the chief aims of the 
community is to bridge the gap between these figures. 
Those who have not learned what the Grove City Com- 
munity has dene can gain no conception of its true mean- 
ing to the State of Pennsylvania. 

Following the speakers, the Quaker Oats Company co- 
operated in showing their two-reel film of pictures of fam- 
ous Holsteins collected from close to one hundred leading 
herds. The Quaker Oats people are to be commended on 
having their film so up-to-date; many of the pictures were 
of the 1921 National Dairy Show, prize winners and Grand 
Champions.

SAN JOAQUIN COUNTY BREEDERS SALE

The first consignment sale held by the San Joaquin County Holstein 
Breeders, at Stockton, California, on Tuesday, November 15, brought an aver- 
age of $210. This was considered a very good average, indeed, when it is taken 
into consideration that the sale was a practical dispersal of the herd of J. C. 
Ramsey of Modesto, whose consignment included several young heifers and 
bulls. 

The top price of the sale was paid for Countess Potoki Alcartra, a six year 
old cow from the offering of J. C. Campbell of Escalon. $445 by W. H. E. 
Leffler of Stockton, who was a liberal purchaser at the sale. 

Mr. Campbell’s consignment of seven averaged $307; M. J. & B. A. Edwards 
of Escalon consigned eight head, which went for an average of $181; R.

her first test at 9 years of age, made 
a seven-day record of 28 pounds of 
butter. To date in 10 months time 
starting her yearly test at the age of 
ten years, she has produced over 
22,000 lbs. of milk and 1,000 lbs. of 
butter. 


Often little incidents happen in this 
Holstein game that are _ interesting. 
We quote one from Burlington Coun- 
ty. When the spirit began to moce 
in the heart of Alfred Bowne of Pem- 
berton, we do not know. He has ad- 
mired purebreds for a long time but 
when the Burlington County commit- 
tee was selecting cattle for the Tren- 
ton Show, we learned that Mr. Bowne 
had that day purchased one of the 
heifess we had _ previously selected 
for the county exhibit. His boy had 
also purchased a_ nice calf for the 
county club of Boys and Girls. It 
didn’t take long to convince Mr. 
Bowne that these heifers should go to 
the Fair. It was his first experience 
at showing and we heard him say. 
“J wish I’d left these heifers home.” 
One of them took a blue just the 
same. 


Since the fair, Mr. Bowne has sold 
all his grades, has placed his herd 
under State and Federal supervision, 
has employed a man to look after his 
test cows and at this writing we learn 
that his first cow on test has clipped 
off a 30-lb. record. 

It is a bit late to talk about fairs 
but there was one fair up in Sussex 
County that was mentioned in some 
other notes. Sussex County has been 
termed the greatest dairy county 
as there are more cows to the 
square mile than in any other 
county. We are sorry to. state 
that most of these cows’ are 
grades. They are however, all Hol- 
steins and we believe the fair this 
year is the beginning of a great pure- 
bred development in Sussex County. 
It was the third annual fair this year 
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but it was the first real Holstein show 
in connection with the fair. Much 
credit is due the Holstein men and 
Stanley B. Roberts, the dairy special- 
ist, for their excellent exhibit. There 
were 15 cows in the aged cow class 
and John Arfmann who judged the 
classes made the statement that the 
winning cow would do justice to any 
show ring. This grand old cow whose 
picture appears elsewhere is owned 
by Clayton Quick of Montague. There 
were 46 animals in the exhibit, shown 
by 11 exhibitors. 

The following is a letter we recently 
received from the Club Leader in a 
potato county: “Dear Mr. Bartlett:— 
Two communities in Middlesex Coun- 
ty are beginning to realize that there 
is something doing with purebred live- 
stock. Both places are on the border 
of the potato district and _ inclined 
slightly towards dairying. Most of 
the people have stock of some sort or 
other but there are very few of the 
real honest-to-goodness purebred 
stock to be found. 

“This seemed to be a job for club 
work so with the help of the local 
leaders, club members and specialist, 
I got busy with an educational cam- 
paign. Meetings were held, the at- 
mosphere became luke warm, the girls 
and boys saw our point of view and 
through their stick-to-itiveness in 
talking it over with their parents, 
caused the parents to talk the thing 
over with other people. Then to clear 
up the question, the local leader of 
each community with myself, visited 
each parent and answered all ques- 
tions. 

The result of this campaign is a 
tour to be taken by the parents and 
boys and girls to Frosgate and Ranco- 
cas Farms to look over and purchase 
the stock. Most of the money used in 
buying the stock will be loaned from 
the Frelinghuysen Funds. 

It looks like ten or a dozen purebred 
Holstein calves for Middlesex County 
and the agents of this work are the 
boys and girls.” 

At this time we hope every Holstein 
breeder in New Jersey will stand be- 
hind their dairy department in its re- 
quest from the legislature of an appro- 
priation for a dairy building at the 
State Agricultural College. All who

Some strange and remarkable 
things come into every human life.
